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EDUCATIONAL EVALUATION 


Background: Wilfredo is a sweet 7.8 year old boy who has been attending 
Webster School since September 2006 (Kindergarten). He is currently a second 
grade student in a 2-3 special class size ration of 15:1:1. He in a class where a 
multi-sensory approach to instruction is used to develop academic and social 
skills as well as aiding in instruction. He currently receives speech/language 
therapy and Occupational Therapy. 


Formal Testing: Information for this evaluation has been collected through 
daily monitoring on Wilfredo’s progress throughout the school year and formal 
assessment using sub-tests of the Woodcock-Johnson III Test of Achievement, 
Form A. The assessment was administered on March 30, 2009. He was 2.7 at 
the time of testing. Wilfredo was compliant and worked hard at all tasks during 


O testing, however he was easily distracted and often needed redirection to 
complete tasks.

Academic Achievement: When compared to others at his age level, Wifredo’s 
academic skills and fluency with academic tasks are both within the average 
range. His performance is average in reading, basic reading skills, and 
calculation skills; and low average in mathematics. Wilfredo’s performance on a 
daily basis is inconsistent. When he applies himself and focuses on classroom 
tasks Wilfredo is consistent in completing them in a timely matter. However, 
Wilfredo is often off task and distracted. Wilfredo needs a great deal of 
redirection to the tasks in order to complete them. 


Wilfredo’s primary literacy instruction is a multi-sensory approach. He receives 
components of the PAF (Preventing Academic Failure) program as well as 
Balanced Literacy. WNiflredo receives primarily small group instruction. For 
reading he receives components of the PAF as well as guided reading instruction. 
He is showing growth in his reading fluency and comprehension skills. Wilfredo 
also uses the computer program Starfa//and also has developed stronger 
listening comprehension through the use of the listening center. He receives 
instruction in handwriting using the cursive component of the PAF program. He 
is showing steady progress in this area. Wilfredo also receives a multi-sensory, 
small group approach to writing. He is showing steady improvement in spelling, 
grammar, and creative writing. 


When given the AIMS WEB assessment, Wilfredo fell within the average range in 
reading fluency. 


Math is an area of weakness for Wilfredo. He has shown improvements in his 
ability to complete basic addition and subtraction concepts with the use of 
manipulatives. He is showing progress in his ability to count money, however 
needs constant reinforcement by one on one instruction, as well as 
manipulatives. 


Social/Emotional: Wilfredo is a happy boy who enjoys playing and interacting 
with the other students in the classroom. He often has a lot to share with the 
class and add in class discussions. Wilfredo works well with the other students 
when placed in groups for different activities. However, Wilfredo often needs to 
be reminded of appropriate responses and interactions with adults. He often 
responds by saying “What!” or refusing to follow the directions. Wilfredo 
responds well to verbal positive reinforcement when showing appropriate 
behaviors and ignoring when behaviors are inappropriate. 


Summary and Recommendations: Wilfredo is a sweet and happy boy who 
has made progress this year. He has made significant gains in his literacy skills. 
His handwriting has also improved this year. He has responded well to the multi- 
sensory instruction given and small group instruction. Wilfredo requires constant 
redirection to complete work in a timely matter. He also requires reminders of 


appropriate responses and interactions with others. He would continue to 
benefit from a small structured setting with a multi- sensory approach to 
instruction. 
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
